Library Report. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF NICHOLS MEMORIAL LIBRARY. 


In making another annual report, we feel like again congratulat- 
ing the town upon its facilities for reading and for the attractive- 
ness, inside and out, of its library building. 

_We are fortunate in having such a generous patron as the donor 
has proved himself to be, in the arrangements with Sanborn Semi- 
nary, by which the list of accessible books is greatly increased, and 
in the appreciative and willing spirit in which money is appro- 
priated by the town itself. 

During the year a case has been added to the reading room, in 
which are placed the new books as they are made ready for circu- 
lation. By this arrangement readers may examine the books and 
get a much better idea of the additions than can possibly be gained 
from a catalogue. ‘This is a privilege which we are sure every 
book-lover will appreciate. 

Another case with partitions for the current magazines has been 
added, making it easier to find and keep in order these important 
factors of the reading room. 

Besides the books spoken of in the Librarian’s report, eighty-six 
volumes of magazines have been bound and placed upon the 
shelves. This makes a valuable acquisition and it seems wise to 
continue this kind of work each year, in this way preserving the 
best of current literature. 

Although the library has been in use a number of years, only re- 
cently has any attempt been miade to use its fire-place. Experi- 
ment convinces us that a fire upon the hearth may be made a wel- 
come feature, especially in spring and fall, and in future this ele- 
ment of attractiveness and comfort will be utilized. 

The balance in the hands of the treasurer is larger than it was a 
year ago, but the needs of the library which are in sight, and the 
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understanding with Sanborn Seminary, that institution duplicating 
every dollar appropriated for books by the town, are such that the 
Trustees recommend this year an appropriation not less than $100 
for books, and $25 for rebinding books and binding magazines.

Several verbal complaints have been made to 
members of this board, but in no case has it been necessary to pro- 
ceed to legal measures, the matter of complaint being corrected at 
the suggestion of this board or its members. 

This is as it should be and in this way the board can settle many 
things which might give rise to neighborhood quarrels and the con- 
sequent hard feelings. 

We wish to thank the people for the help they have given us in 
the performance of our duties.

Report of the School Board. 


It is with much pleasure and satisfaction that we make our 
annual report, for we feel that the year’s work compares very 
favorably with that of any in past time. We have been fortunate 
in obtaining, and keeping, teachers who understand what is ex- 
pected of them, and so have avoided the evil results of too fre- 
quent change. No doubt, improvements can be made in the 
work. . 

We hope that more attention will be paid during the coming 
year to reading. ‘This important branch has seemed in some 
cases sadly neglected in the interest of other studies. Reading 
should be made a part of each day’s programme, the aim being 
not to get over ground but to make progress in the art of express- 
ing thought. 

Some new material has been placed in the school rooms which 
ought to make the pupils more intelligent ‘in their work. It seems 
wise to add a little of this sort every year. Whatever makes truth 
concrete helps the learner. The new dry and liquid measures 
ought to be used as often as they are applicable to the lesson. 
Besides those things, we have added maps of the United States, 
and so made a beginning upon another important line. 

In accordance with the vote of last year the well in front of the 
Patten school has been filled up. 

Our system of grading the schools has been continued through- 
out the year and we would urge upon the parents the importance 
of consulting the health and ages of their children before wishing 
them to pass to higher grades, believing that promotion is dearly 
bought when it comes at the expense of physical health. 

In District No. 1, Miss Marion Clark taught the spring term and 
sent her entire class of nine to Sanborn Seminary. Upon her 
resignation, we were fortunate in obtaining Miss Pearl French, who

has taught for some years very successfully in the graded schools 
in Massachusetts. 

The teacher in District No. 2, Miss Hattie Chase, is too well 
known to need praise, and has proved to pupils and parents that 
her heart is in her work. One of her pupils, Rosamond Stevens, 
has not been absent or tardy for six years. 

In District No. 3 we were fortunate in again securing the ser- 
vices of Miss Gertrude Whipple, who has faithfully done her work, 
and we find the school now in excellent condition. 

In District No. 4, Mr. Chester Davis taught the spring and fall 
terms, but after beginning the winter term, resigned his position. 
The pupils made good progress under his charge, and the school 
was left in good condition. Miss Mary Hilliard, of Kensington, a 
teacher of experience, was chosen to fill the vacancy and the year’s 
work has proved very satisfactory. An entertainment was given by 
the pupils to secure a clock, which proved both useful and orna- 
mental. 

Miss Mabelle Warner, of District No. 5, has continued the good 
work which she began last year and has her school in its usual ex- 
cellent condition.
